While associated with the South 
Africa General Mission,.he expand- 
ed the educational side of his work 
at the Mutanda Bridge Station In 
Northern Hhodcslai At present there 
are about 1500 students at the Mu- 
tanda school including over 200 
pupils in the boardinR school.

A motion urging the Federal 
GpvgTunent.to establish a Canada 
Cônneii' aa recommended by the 
Alasscy Commission waa unanlmoua. 
ly carried. 

RCHOLARSIUPS 

Denis Smith,' Chairman- of the

"In Israel all religloniisihlstory,'' 
quoted* the Rabbi, discussing; the 
concept of Israel In Jewish belief. 
The . Hebriac rellgion|.is , not. a set 
of abstract proposlUons,' hé pofnted 
out, nor can there be a jcwlsh'bellef 
without' Abraham, Moses, and tha 
Covenant at Sinai, "for Judaism re- 
gards history as meaningful. 

The core of -the belief. Rabbi Cass 
declared, is that the redemption of 
man cannot take ' place, without 
Israel. However, this redemption 
does not apply only to the Jewish 
religion 'but to all mankind, he 
stated. • • • ■. 

Asserting that God's ultimate con- 
cern Is not Israel but mankind, the 
Rabbi observed that for the pur- 
pose of the ultimate redemption of 
mankind, God's Instrument Is 
Israel, The history of Israel repre- 
sents ' the redemptive procès* of 
God for mankind, he stated. 

Rabbi Caiîs reflected that in the 
liberation of Israel from Egypt, God 
reveals his intention for all man- 
kind. , 

According to Jewish doctrine, he 
concluded, when at the end oÇdaiÀ 
when llie redemption of '^wel 

comes, when all people.f of the 
earth have learned to know God, 
Israel di.<iappcar.s iar its teachings 
have been brought to the nations of 
thi^ worjd.'

I Against The Death Penalty 




Does the State have the right to take a 
human life? 

■ Throughout the course of recorded history 
government* have reserved, for themselves thc,^ 
privilege of exercising tlui' death penalty. It is^ 
only within recent times that their right to 
'do so has been publicly questioned. Objection 
J-tô capital ^ punishment is based on two 
("grounids: moral and practical correctness, and 
misuse. Careful consideration of these objec- ; 
'tibns has led tolls abolition in a large number 
of democratic nations. Canada, the United 
States, EnRland and rr.<jncc nro. among those 
countries in which this form of punishment re- 
; mains. 

• Let us look at the question of correctness.- 
Death (although sometimes the penalty for . 
kidnapping and rape) generally .the penalty 
for the crime of murder.' "This is the only case 
in which the old "eye for an eye, tooth for a 
tooth" system remains in effect. The purpose 
àî punishment is to co.Tect. Modern psycho- 
logical studies have cast imccrtainty on the 
."effectiveness of punishment as a corrective 
■ measure. Certainly it is not effective as. prac-.. 
tiscd in our penal system. 
• The death penalty is a ridiculous viola- 
tion of purpose. .Whether or not a murderer 
sentenced to death has changetl his ways is a 
. purely academic question. Capital punishment 
18 often held up as a threat to deter a murderer 
from his purpose. All studies, however, show 
. that this consideration is absent from his mind 
when he commits his crime. 

Possibly we may» consider the death pen- 
ally to be merely a means of removing an 
"enemy of society" from public circulation? 
But there ^rc'many "enemies of society" that, 
are. not murderers. ^lany ot the most< harm- 
ful men in histqVj' have never committed mur-' 
dcr. Gn. thc otlicr hand, many murderers are 
"the Ja'st persons in the world you'd expect . . ." 

No, there is nothing gained by the death 
penalty. Those w'iio harm society by violence 
.' must be kept separate — but only for the pur- 
pose of study, to answer the questions: Whv'^ 
.J- did hé do it? Can he be corrected? C.\N 
% OTHERS BE DETECTED AND COR- 
'^r ilECTED BEFORE IT IS TOO LATE? 



The possible consequences of misuse of the 
death penalty are appalling. History is full 
of governments that turned capital punish- 
ment, into a political weapon by rendering the 
^definition of an "enemy of society" somewhat 
elastic, altering it to include the victim of 
their choice. More people live under this type 
of government now than ever before. 

We are shocked at tales of what the Rus- 
. sians dp to anyone caught actively working 
againEt.i^the/Jdca8 of. those in power— but one 
of^tbe^lcamngllembcratic goyernmenls of the 
worla is now causing- tremendous controversy 
by doing what many think is much the same 
•thing.- 

During the first scare after the, revolution, 
. the Russian government executed only those 
working actively against it, 'Now the death 
penalty is applicable to tho.«e who merely do 
not think as the government, thinks. Can any 
of us visualixe living in such a society? 

Capital punishment is a failure in North 
America and a tragedy behind the Iron Cur- 
tain, Its potentialities are unpleasant any- 
wTiere.. ^ ' \ ' . ' ■ ,f ' , 

Last, Friday a 'member of the Canadian 
. parliament introduced a private, bill' for tiie 
abolition of capital punishment. In the.ensuing 
debate members decried the death penalty for 
many -of the above and other reasons; but it 
was vaguely agreed thst the proposed step 
was too drastic to be taken until a substitute 
penalty is found, and that for the time'being 
we should content ourselves with finding a 
method to snuff out the victim's life more 
smoothly than by the present technique of 
hanging. , 

There is little sense 1*1 holding off abolition 
of the death penalty until a '.'substitute" can 
be found. There is no sub«titute,'except as may 
'be found in the future of psychological science. 
We can only make the simple step of keeping 
the "worst" criminals alive, in the hope that 
bv study of our penal mtem'j>Qmething can!
